It is a waiting policy, 
a negative.policy, a policy in which 
there is no promise of help, but, 
on the contrary, a very definite menace 
of/hindrance and opposition. The de- 
claration might have been made by the 
Government of a more or less unfriendly 
neutral State. It comes, in fact, from 
the leaders of the majority of a people 
whose dearest interests are involved in

THE GERMAN PEACE 


PROPOSALS. 


Although Germany's proposals for peace, says 
The Times, are not indicated, even in outline; 
in the Notes which thaí country has addressed. 
to the Allies and to the Pope, or in the Chan- 
cellor’s speech to the Reichstag, the whole tone 
and tenour of both show as plainly as do the 
time and circumstances of their delivery that 
they bear no relation whatever to the objects for 
which we are fighting. The Allies will, of 
course, be quite unmoved by all this parade 
of power and “ unctuous rectitude,” aud so we 
imagine will all neutrals who have beon at the 
pains to study the motives and the actions of 
Germany throughout the war. They will assign 
her new-born pity for the misery she has 
brought upon mankind, her horror of bloodshed 
and of the “ atrocities” of war io very palpable 
causes Of a wholly different order. The Allics 


must absolutely reject any idea of mediation in 
any Shape and from any quarter so long as the | 


basis proposed is the triumph of might anc not 
of right. They must refuse, with equal firm. 
ness, even to talk about an armistice until the 
lands which the enemy has overrun are restored 
and compensated. They must renew thea 
enunciation of their peace terms laid down once 
for all in Mr. Asquith’s Guildball speech, and 
they must redouble their efforts to force these 
terms upon Germany and her accamplices. 
There can be no compromise and no talk of a 
“ drawn war” when the very principles of 
public right are at stake. 


FOOD AND PEACE. 


By far the most striking feature of the latest 
German papers, says The Times, is not an 
occasional reference to “ , but a great 
outburst of utterances about food difficulties. 
The papers of Thursday and Friday, so far from 
boasting of coming supplies from Rumania, con- 
tained bitter articles on the recent debate in 
the Prussian Diet, explanations of the retire- 
ment of the Bavarian Ministers of the Interior 
and of War respectively as admittedly due to 
food control squabbles, reporis of the urgent 
demands for the increase of wer allowances to 
officials of all sorts, and some striking general 
articles. The Berliner Tageblatt came out on 
Friday morping with an article insisting that 
the Auxiliary Service Law, which secures the 
supply of munitions, must be followed by a 
war nutrition law to secure ths supply of bread. 
The unfortunate ' Food Dietator, Herr von 
Batocki, is being pressed on all sides. 


MORE OUT OF THE LAND. 


Professor T. Smiddy, of Cork, writes to 
The Times>~It is to be hoped that there will 
be no further delay im passing legislative 
measures to ensure the productive tillage cf 
every suitable acre in the United Kingdom, 
and that the Government will not confine itself 
to the tillage of vacant spaces in towns and 
their neighbourhaod, but will proceed at once 
to enforce the tillage of all suitable land, and 
to get on foot the necessary organisation for 
making feasible such. compulsion. Why not 
form at once loca] farming committees for each 
parish or rural district, and throw on them the 
responsibility of raising a necessary proportion 
of food erops for the nation? In the event of 
farmers not producing their allotted amount a 
heavy tax or levy should be imposed upon 
them. We are all aware of the difficulties 
brought about by want of labour, machinery, 
seeds, and fertilisers, but proper organisation, 
the use of prisoners of war, the cessation of all 
industries catering for superfluous wants will do 
much to remove these obstacles.

THE CHANCELLOR’S SPEECH. 


The Chancellor said—Gentlemen, the hope of 
early new and favourable events in the field has 
been fulfilled, and it was in anticipation of this 


that the Reichstag was not adjourred for a long 


period, it being left to its President to fix a day 
for the next plenary sitting. Our hope was 
realised with a rapidity almost beyond expecta- 
tion. I will be brief Dead men speak. 
Rumania’s entry into the war was to have rolled 
up our position and that of our Allies in the 
east. Simultaneously the great offensive on 
the Somme was to break through our western 
front, and fresh Italian onsets were to paralyse 
Austria-Hungary. The situation was serious. 
With God’s help our glorious troops have 
created a situation which gives a useful 
security—a greater security than we have yet 
had. Our western front is holding out, and in 
spite of the Rumanian campaign is provided 
with greater reserves of men and material than 


formerly. 
VON HINDENBURG’'S WORK. 

We have taken very effective measures against 
all Italian diversions, and while on the Somme 
and the Carso dramfire boomed, while the Rus 
sians assaulted the eastern frontier of Transy!- 
vania, Field Marshal von Hindenburg, with an 
unparalleled and inspired leadership, command- 
ing troops who vie with all our Allies in 
fighting and marching, rendered the imp ible 

ible—(loud cheers)—and took all estern 

Vallachia and the enemy capital. (Renewed 
cheers.) Ahd Herr Marshal von Hindenburg 
does not rest. Military operations proceed 
(Bravo.) 


ECONOMIC SECURITY. 

At the same time, by the swift strokes of the 
sword, our economic position has been con- 
solidated more firmly. Great quantities of 
corh, foodstuffs, oil, and othar goods have 
fallen into our hands án Rumania, and their 
removal is proceeding. In spite of all the 
scarcity of supplies, we should have lasted out 
with what we bed. “Now our econontit seenrity 
is beyond all question. (Bravo.) To the great 
events on land are worthily joined the heroic 
deeds of our submarines. The specre of hunger 
which our enemies tried to call up against us, 
they are now themselves unable to get rid of. 
(Bravo.) When after the first year of war the 
Kaiser turned to the people, in a public man}- 
festo, he said—“ Great experience produces 
reverence and fortitude of heart.” Never has 
our Kaiser or our people been of any other 
mind. Inspired leadership, and unprecedentedly 
heroic achievements have created iron facts. 
The internal fatigue upon which the enemy 
reckoned was a miscaleylation. 


A NEW DEFENSIVE AND OFFENSIVE. 

In the middle of the fighting at the front 
the German Reichstag has helped to 
create a new defensive and offensive by the 
Patriotic Auxiliary Service Law behind the 
fighting army, and the working nation—the 
gigantic strength of the nation is working for 
one gommon aim—not a beleaguered fortress, 
as our enemies thought, but a single, mighty, 
grimly regulated army camp, with unexhausted 
resources—that is the German Empire. (Bravo.) 


READY FOR PEACE. 

Firmly loyal to the alliance with our com- 
rades in arms, ME, under the Austro-Hun- 
garian, Turkish, and Bulgarian flags, not led 
astray by the enemy's words, which attributed 
to us now plans of world conquest, and now 
desperate appeals for peace, we moved on 
resolutely, and we continue to move on, ready 
to defend and strike for our peoples’ existence 
and its free and assured future—({Bravo on the 
Right)—but ever ready at this price to stretch 
out our hand to ce, because our strength 
does not make us deaf to our responsibility be- 
fore God, our owft people, and mankind. Our 
enemies have evaded our previous declarations 
of readiness for ce. Now we have gone a 
step further. ecording to the Constitution, 
the Kaiser, personally, on August ist, 1914, 
faced-the most serious decision which a German 
ever had to give—namely, the order for mobilisa- 
tion, which was forced upon him by the Russian 
mobilisation. During these long and severe 
years of war the Kaiser has been moved by the 
sole thought, how, after the victorious struggle, 
peace could again be given to a seoured Ger- 
many. Nobody can testify to that better than 
I, who bear the responsibility for all actions of 
the Government. 


THE KAISER’S DECISION. 

In the highest moral and religious sense of duty 
towards his people, and, moreover, towards 
mankind, the Kaiser considers the moment 
has arrived for a German official peace 
move. The Kaiser, therefore, in full agree- 
ment and union with our Allies, has resolved 
to propose to the enemy Powers the opening 

, of peace negotiations. (Bravo.) 

This morning I handed to the representatives 
of those Powers who look after our rights in 
the enemy States—namely, the representatives 
of Spain, the United States, and Switzerland, 
identical Notes, with a request for their trans- 
mission.« The same thing takes place to-day 
in Vienna, Constantinople, and Sofia, and the 
neutral Powers, and the Pope have also been 
informed of our step. 


TEXT OF THE NOTE. “

THE VOTE OF CREDIT, 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr, 
Bonar Law announced that the Prime 
Minister (Mr. Lloyd George), being ill, it 
would not be possible for him to make his 
statement, as head of the Government, 
before Bhursday. It was necessary that 
the Vote of Credit should be obtained 
this week, 

Mr. McKenna stated that the leader of the 
Liberal Party (Mr. Asquith) would not be 
sufficiently recovered to be present on 
Thursday, and as the debate in such cir- 
cumstances would be incomplete, he ap- 
pealed to Mr. Bonar Law to consider the 
possibility of the Prime Minister's state- 
ment being made on the Consolidated 
Fund Bill en Tuesday next. 

Mr. Dillon stafed a number of questions bear- 
ing on the position of Ireland, to which 
he desired the Prime Minister to reply. 
He particularly wished’ to know how Ire. 
land stands in regard to the new 
Ministerial arrangement, as she has now 
no direct representative in the Cabinet. 
Irish members were entitled to know 
where the responsibility for Irish govern- 
ment really rested. 

Mr. Bonar Law consented conditionally to the 
postponement of the Prime Minister's 
statement. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS—Tuesday. 

The Spzaxer took the chair at 2.45. 

The House was full in every part except the 
Front Treasury "Bench when the Speaker took 
the chair The greatest animation prevailed in 
every quarter, and a large number of lords 
were present in the Peers Gallery. The new 
Government was represented by Mr. Bonar 
Law, Lord Edmund Talbot, Sir G. Cave, whilst 
amongst the occupants of the Opposition Beach 
were Mr. McKenna, Mr. Samuel, Mr. iu iciman, 
Mr. McKinnon Wood, and Mr. Harcourt. 

The SPEAKER, observing that the Under 
Secretaries of the new Government had not yet 
been appointed, and that the Government 
hardly had had time to consider the answers 
they might wish to give to te large number 
of questions on the paper, suggested that the 
House should ailow the Government depart- 
ments to hand in any replies, and that any 
members who wished to postpone their ques- 
tions until Thursday would be entitled to do 
50. 


MR. BONAR LAW. 


Mr. BONAR LAW, who on rising was re- 
ceived with loud cheers, said—Hon. members 
in all quarters will, 1 am sure, recogaise that 
it would not have been possible for the Prime 
Minister to make to-day the statemont which, 
as head of the Government, he would be ex- 
pected to make. As it happens, he is confined 
to his house with a chill, which makes it im- 
possible for him to be present. I am sure also 
that every member of the House wil! feel that 
the first statement as to the policy and inten- 
tions of the Government must be made by the 
head of the Government. It is eltogether 
necessary that a vote of credit should be passed 
and reported this week, and the proposal is 
that it should be moved on Thursday, and the 
Report stage taken on Friday. That will give 
the Prime Minister, who will move the vote 
of credit, the opportunity of. making the state- 
ment. to which have referred t will also 
give to every member of the House the oppor- 
tunity of taking part in the discussion which 
would naturally follow. In these circumstances 
I hope the House will recognise that the course 
I am now proposing is a reasonable ohe, and 
I now move that the House adjourn until 
Thursday, and I hope hon. members will be 
content to wait till then to raise the questions 
which naturally aries in their minds in conpec- 


tion with this change. 


MR. M‘KENNA, 


Mr. McKENMA, “atc Chancellor of the Ex- 
ehequer, who received some cheers Qn rising; 
said that the proposal put forward by the 
leader of the House appeared to him to be a 
very fair and reasonable one. Bus his right 
hon. friend, if he would allow him to call him 
that—(laughter)—said it was proposed by the 
Prime Minister to make a statement of his 
policy on Thursday.

VICE-PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Rev. T. A. Finlay, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that, taking & general view of 
the result of their work during the past year 
they had, on the whole, legitimate grounds for 
satisfaction. The turnover of the societies had 
been increased considerably, and in addition to 
the trade returns of practically one million in 
a year was a result of their work on which they 
might congratulate themselves, ~-¢Hear, hear.) 
As to the number of membérp and societies 
things did not, at first sight, look so rosy. They 
had reduced the number of societies during the 
year by 62, that is, they had cut off a certain 
yumber of effete branches. Although this was, 
in some respects, disagreeable, it was, neverthe- 
jess, a healthy operation. These societies had, 
however, been replaced by 30 living, energetic 
organisations, and he thought it would be ad- 
mitted by all those who formed a true esti- 
mate of the realities of their work, that 30 
vital, fruitful branches eéounted for more in the 
results of the organisation than 60 decaying 
and barren ones. (Hear, hear.) The question 
he would like to submit was, whether they were 
to measure their year’s progress by the volume 
of business and the members enrolled in the 
organisation? Was that the true test of pro- 
gress? He ventured to suggest it was not by 
members, and not by annual business they were 
to calculate, or estimate, the efficiency of any 
common organisation. He not travel far 
for an illustration of this principle. In the 
military events through which they were pass- 
ing they saw illustrated the principle that 
organisation counted almost more in any 
struggle for success than even mere numbers. 
What made for the strength of any organisa. 
tion was the degree in which its members were 
bound together. If they inquired into the 
causes which led to the decay of the societics 
from which they were now separated they 
would find, in every case, their, downfall was 
due ‘to the fact that they never thoroughly 
understood the fundamental principle of co 
operation, and if they went through the societies 
scattered throufffout Ireland they would find, 
very often, the ignorance of this principle. 

THE SELFISH SPIRIT. 

This manifestation of the’ mon-co-aperative 
spirit found expression three ways—in indi- 
vidualism, particulerism, and capitalism. They 
found in the development of an organisiation 
they had to struggle reistently against the 
manifestation of individualism. embers who 
joined a society went into not to promote their 
oon well being by making the organisation effi- 
cient, but to secure from the start merely their 
own benefit, whether that accorded with the 
progress and welfare of the society or not. The 
primary step to secure benefits for the indivi- 
aual, was that the individual must merge him- 
self in the organisation and strengthen it, be- 
fore he could make any demands upon it, If 
be set up his own claim and acted in antagonism 
to the socitty, he was contradicting in prac- 
tice the fundamental principle, and was . un- 
worthy the name of co-operator. As an instance 
of the true spirit of co-operation, the speaker 
mentioned a hosiery factory established by a 
society at Dungloe, Co. Doriegal, which em- 
ployed 94 iris, earning an a 
amount of 2ls.

LORD MONTEAGLE. 


Lord Monteaglé, seconding the adoption of 

the report, said the Vice-President had given 
them a lesson which co-operators ought to’ take 
to heart. In the first place, the 1.4.0.8. should 
be placed in a position of independence. (Hear, 
hear.) It was important also, as Father Finlay 
had said, that the co-operative spirit should be 
preserved in the movement in all its phases. 
From his long experience he had tome to the 
ecnclusion that the labouring classes, as well as 
the farmers, should be united in the co-operative 
movement.

The 
country had before it not only the prospect of 
steadily rising prices, but the possibility of 
absolute scarcity, if supplies from: abroad should 
be intercepted. lt should be the ideal of the 
farmers. of this country that they should pro- 
duce enough wheat to support the people of 
Ireland—/héar, hear)—and he was sure that 
could be done without imposmg upon themeg!ves 
any great.amount of extra work. A free hand 
in the co-operative. movement wogid, he felt 
sure, result in -bringing farmers an labourers, 
town and country populations, more closely 
together. (Applause.)

LONDON AND THE PEACE 
OFFER. 

(PRESS ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM.) 

In official circles in London yesterday after- 
noon absolute, and, doubtless, entirely wise re- 
serve was maintained in reference to the Ger- 
man announcement of peace proposals. In one 
quarter, usually well informed, it was considered 
significant that Mr. Arthur Henderson, in his 
speech at Clapham on Monday night, should 
have deprecated all idea of premature peace. 
That attitude has, in fact, been deglared over 
and over again by spokesmen of the Entente 
Powers, and may be taken as the attitude which 
Britain and her Allies will adopt in reply to 
this or any other enemy Note on the subject 
of peace. It is generally felt that no peace 
proposals are likely to be entertained on the 
terms which commend themselves to the Allies 
as likely to ensure the achievement of their 
minimum demand—wiz., that Europe shall be 
saved from the risk of any recurrence of such 
happenings as those which have occurred since 
August 4th, 1914. 

The news of the peace offer reached the House 
of Commons just after the short sitting, and 
caused some little stir in the lobbies. Comment 
was very guarded. The whole matter is one for 
the Chancelleries to deal with in due course.

He instanced 
pyrites (for acid making) at Clonakilty, Co. 
Cork; kieselguhr, an absorbent used in making 
ochre, used in colcur-making, 


year on the shore of Lough Larne, calcium 
carbide manufacture at Killooney; coal-mining, 
anthracite at Castlecomer (Kilkenny) and other 
coal at Wolfhill, Arigna (Co. Leitrim). The 
working of Irish coal deposits, said the lecturer, 
was handicapped y by want oí proper trans- 
port facilities. Peat moss litter was manufac- 
tured at various places, and on the shores of 
Lough Neagh a tramway three miles long was 
worked by electricity produced by the use of 
peat. The Department brought over Dutchmen 
to demonstrate and insiruct in the getting of 
peat in the Dutch way, and the adoption of 
that method had raised the earnings of men 
from 12s. to £1 or 25s., and of women from 
6s. to about 12s..a week. Neither workers nor 
employers would now go back to the old system. 
At Portadown a plant producing gas from peat 
had for several years saved something like £6500 
or £600 a year, and, with anthracite at its a 
sent price, probably the saving went into four 
figures. The crux of the peat question in every 
not only in Ireland, was that 
peat, “In Ireland it could be 
hand cut and dried out in only four months: out 
of the twelve, and at times when there was the 
greatest demand for agricultural labour.
